New Early Alert Matriculation 
Plan Unveiled By Counseling

Rancho Santiago College is developing a new 
computerized student information system to 


|. monitor student progress, assist those in trouble 


academically, and try to avoid large drop out 
rates. 

That was revealed today by David Guzman, 
dean of counseling, who said the new “matricula- 
tion program” includes an “early alert intervention 
plan” to help students who are failing, about, to 
fail, or in danger of dropping out. 

Guzman said Rancho Santiago’s objectives are 
answering legislative concerns in Sacramento 
where a new “matriculation bill” has been in- 
troduced by State Senator John Seymour. _ 

“Too often when students are admitted to a 
community college, they receive little or no direc- 
tion and/or assistance in planning and completing 
their educational goals,“ Sen. Seymour said. 

“Too. many students enroll in courses without 
the proper background and support services, and 
thus flounder, withdraw or fail. This is wasteful of 
both human resources and the State’s financial 
ymour (R- Anaheim)-added:" >: 
‘His bill, SB°1171; creates a program known as

“matriculation” on a pilot basis for the community 
colleges.. He said the bill will implement a process 
which systematically matches student abilities and 
aspirations with the colleges’ particular programs 
and services. 

The plan would include (1) an application for 
admission, (2) an orientation program, (3) a com- 
prehensive assessment of skills, abilities and needs, 
(4) pre-enrollment counseling and advisement, (5) 
continuous monitoring and follow up of student 
progress, and (6) an institutional research and 
evaluation concept. 

“The objective of the matriculation process is to 
increase student success and make more effective 
use of educational resources in our state,” Seymour 
said.. — . 

Seymour feels a more structured enrollment pro- 
cess may require students to declare an academic 
goal and demonstrate progress towards reaching it. 

“This is the second so-called ‘matriculation bill’ 
in two years,” Guzman countered. The first receiv- 
ed a great deal of support from the community oe 
leges. It called for approximately $30 to $ 
million to be made available to the community col- 
leges to develop “model” matriculation plans for

Student Body 
Count Rises 


The admissions office at Ran- 
cho Santiago College (formerly 
Santa Ana College) today an- 
nounced the final enrollment tal- 
ly for the 1985 spring semester. 

College credit enrollment was 
up over last fall by about 1,000 
students, but down about 1,200 
from a year.ago in the spring of 


Total college credit enroll- 
ment 21,273 students, I7,629 of 
them part-time and only 3,561 
enrolled full-time. 

There are 11,670 enrolled for 
day classes, 9,603 at night. Ad- 
missions Dean Hal Bateman 
reported 12,641 were classified 
freshmen, 2,633 sophomores. 

Men and women are fairly 
evenly divided, 10,888 men with 
a slight edge over 10,376 
women. 

The continuing (adult) educa- 
tion division reported an addi- 
tional of 8,775 students enrolled 
in non-credit classes bringing the 
district enrollment of 
30,048, more than 2,000 over 
fall, 1984 headcount.

Celebrate Cinco de Mayo

Cinco de Mayo-The fifth of 
May is a holiday that is 
celebrated in both the United 

, States and Mexico. The roots of 
this festive occasion lie deep in 
the history of Mexico’s battle for 
freedom. 

In 1861, when Don Benito 
Juarez became president, the 
government was nearly 
bankrupt. In order for Juarez to 
deal with the country’s financial 
problems, he suspended paymen- 
ts of all foreign debts for two 
years. With the encouragement 
of Mexican exiles, Napoleon III of 
France used Mexico's failure to 
pay it’s debts asa pretext to in- 
vade Mexico and install Arch- 
duke Maximilian of Austria as 
Emoeror. . ; 

Juarez sent a delegate, Manuel 
Doblado, to negotiate with the 
British; Spanish and French. 
Although Britain and Spain 
agreed to allow Mexico time to 
compromise, France refused to 
negotiate. With the help of 
generals Miguel Negrete, Felipe 
Berrizobal, Francisco De La 
Madrid and Porfirio Diaz, 
Mexico defeated a french Arnty 
of 6000. When the French lost - 

1,000 men and were forced to 
retreat to Orizaba, it was a clear- 
cut Mexican victory. ; 

On May 5, 1867 Mexican 
troops defeated the French Army 
at Puebla and “Cinco de Mayo” 
was declared a Mexican national 
holiday to commemorate the 
defeat of the French Army. 

In the words of Don Benito 
Juarez, “Entre las naciones como 


entre los individuos, el respeto al - 


derecho ajeno es la paz.”’(Respect 
for the rights of others is the road 
to peace for nations as for in- 
dividuals). The victory at Puebla 
gave President Juarez time to 
organize and effectively deal 
with the French invasion. In July 
1867 the French withdrew their 
troops and Maximilian was cap- 
tured and executed.

Prices are as varied as cam- 
pgrounds. They range from 
FREE to about $10 a night. The

Most places require reser- 
vations, especially during “high 
season”. The AAA or Ticketron 
will accept reservations. Cam- 


_ pgrounds will give you a mailing’ 


address and phone number to 
make reservations with them 
directly, rather than having to 
wait in line. Since you have 
decided to go camping, your next 
task is to decide who to take and 
what to bring. For those who 
have never gone camping before, 
you will find this not an easy 
task. It does promise to be in- 
teresting! It is always a good idea 
to bring a lot of friends. The 
more the merrier! 

Costs can be shared, making each 
person’s cost only fractions. 

_ What to bring, ah, the all-time 
question. A tent will do for star- 
ters, and don’t forget a sleeping 
bag; it does get cold at night. Also 
bring a propane stove, a can. 
opener (most important if you 


have canned foor along) an ice 
chest and a first aid kit, as 
someone is always getting hurt.
